Teachers imp ress this fact on the 
minds of the children and too often 
say the trustees, the instruction Is 
offset by the sight of the teacher 
p uffing a cigar or p ip e on his way 
home from school. 
Aside from ov­ 
erbalancing the lessons of the p hy ­ 
siology classes, trustees argue that 
smoking on the p art of teachers sets 
p up ils a bad ex amp le. 
No official action was taken on the 
smoking subject by the board as a 
whole, but it came up for p rolonged 
discussion and the general sentiment 
ex p ressed was against smoking by 
men teachers. 
The individual trus­ 
tees asserted they will see to it that 
one of the 
qualifications 
of 
men 
teachers henceforth will be total ab­ 
stinence from use of tobacco. 
It was decided y esterday by the 
board that the country schools will 
op en Monday , Sep tember 12, for the 
fall term. 
The date given is Labor 
day , but as it is not observed in the 
rural districts, the op ening will not 
be p ostp oned on that account. 
The 
board transacted other miscellaneous 
business of its regular session.

Philad elphia, Ju ly 14.—More than 
10,000 trainmen and cond u ctors of the 
Pennsy lv ania road east of Pittsbu rg 
hav e v oted ov erwhelmingly in fav or of 
a strik e if the company d oes not grant 
their d emand s. 
Similar action was 
tak en by employ es on the lines west 
of Pittsbu rg. 
When the cou nt of the 
v ote was completed the u nion lead ers 
wrent to General Manager My ers, told 
him the resu lt and restated their d e­ 
mand s. 
He “stood pat” on the q u es­ 
tion of apply ing the present pay for 
elev en hou rs to a d ay of ten hou rs, 
the principal d emand of the men. 
At the req u est of the u nion lead ers 
that he consid er the m atter and meet 
them later to mak e them a proposition, 
he arranged su ch a meeting, bu t made 
no other promise. It was hinted that 
he will propose arbitration. 
The strik e v ote as reported by the 
presid ent of 
the Ord er of Railway 
Cond u ctors and the presid ent of the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen 
showed a total of 14,194 v otes cast, 
with 12,78 1 in fav or of a strik e. Sep­ 
arating the two organizations inv olv ed 
the v ote was: 
Cond u ctors, 1,8 63 y es; 
448 no. Trainmen, 10,918 y es; 965 no. 


AIR CRAFT FELL 


And 
Five 
Occupants 
of 
Car 
Were 
Crushed to a Pulp. 
Cologne, Ju ly 14.—While the d irigi­ 
ble balloon Erbsloeh was fly ing high 
near Pattcheed , it collapsed and fell to 
the grou nd . 
Fiv e of the occu pants 
were k illed . 
The accid ent has been 
attribu ted by some to a motor d efect 
which was followed by an ex plosion 
of the benzine reserv oir. 
The d ead are: 
Oscar Erbsloeh, the 
inv entor; Herr Toelle, a balloon mak er, 
and the three men of the crew of the 
airship, Kranz, Hoeppe and Spick e. 
Most of the observ ers agree that the 
airship was all of 2,5 00 feet in the air 
when it blew u p. 
The flight which 
came to a fatal termination started 
from 
Dü sseld orf and 
the d irigible 
swu ng along before the breeze for 
forty -fiv e minu tes. Then, when it was 
ov er the v illage or Pattcheed , observ ­ 
ers on the grou nd were horrified to see 
the great gas bag cru mple u p in mid ­ 
air and the alu minu m car u nd erneath 
hu rtle earthward . 
Falling from su ch a great height, the 
bod ies of the fiv e men were so man­ 
gled as to be u nrecognizable when ob­ 
serv ers reached the spot where the 
car stru ck . 
The car itself was shat­ 
tered to tiny fragments. 
Captain Oscar Erbsloeh was v ery 
well k nown to American aeronau ts. 
He won the international race for 
spherical balloons from St. Lou is to 
Asbu ry Park in October, 1907, a d is­ 
tance of abou t 8 90 miles. After Cou nt 
Zeppelin, Captain Erbsloeh was recog­ 
nized as Germany ’s most noted aero­ 
nau t. 
He had mad e nu merou s long 
balloon jou rney s ov er Eu rope.

CONSERVATI ONI STS 
FACI NG A BIG ROW 


1 Chance That St. Pail May 


Reject Meeting. 


Chicago, Ju ly 14.—A merry row has 
been started ov er the conserv ation 
congress sched u led to meet in St. Pau l 
o n Sept. 6, and the Minnesota city 
may withd raw its inv itation to Gifford 
Pinchot and his followers. This situ a­ 
tion has been presented by the action 
of Mr. Pinchot and his associates in 
mak ing u p a program of speeches for 
the congress which the local managers 
believ e will stir u p trou ble and possi­ 
bly react on the Repu blican party in 
the state primaries to be held in Sep­ 
tember. 
Gov ernor Eberhart and other Repu b­ 
licans in Minnesota are all “het u p” 
ov er the prospect. 
A few week s ago 
they were tick led ov er hav ing land ed 
the big congress, bu t now they are go­ 
ing arou nd u nd er the impression that 
they hav e a good big “white elephant” 
on their hand s. 
Colonel Roosev elt is 
one of the speak ers that Mr. Pinchot 
has on his list. 
The local St. Pau l 
managers of the congress hav e giv en 
notice that they will not stand for an 
all-insu rgent program, su ch as they d e­ 
clare has been prepared by Pinchot 
The controv ersy is being threshed ou t 
at a conference being held here tod ay . 
Mr. Pinchot was joined here by B. N. 
Bak er, presid ent of the congress; J. B. 
White, another officer of the congress, 
and Thomas B. Shipp, secretary of the 
national conserv ation association, who 
has tak en an activ e part in mak ing 
preparations for the St. Pau l affair. 
The conserv ationists were met here by 
Gov ernor Eberhart and other anx iou s 
Repu blicans from Minnesota. 
If the 
conserv ation officials stand pat on the 
insu rgent program, the congress will 
not be held in St. Pau l. Minnesota Re­ 
pu blicans are anx iou s to hav e the con­ 
gress held in St. Pau l, bu t they are 
read y to protest 
with great heat 
against the presentation of speak ers 
who they believ e may stir u p contro­ 
v ersies that wou ld in all probability be 
v entilated in the September primaries.

Teaching o f English 


“ English as she is Taught” was 
the subject o f the paper read by Miss 
Adelade Steel Bay lo r, superintendent 
Wabash, (Ind.,) public scho o ls, be­ 
fo re the Natio nal Educatio nal as­ 
so ciatio n at Bo sto n. 
Miss Bay lo r 
states that children sho uld be al­ 
lo wed to talk and write abo ut famil­ 
iar things instead o f things which 
were o f little o r 110 interest to them. 
She said in part: 
“ English with the allied subjects 
o f reading, writing and spelling, o c­ 
cupies fro m 40 to 5 0 per cent, o f all 
the time in elementary scho o ls curri­ 
culum, and y et there is no wo rk o f 
which there is a greater o r mo re jus­ 
tifiable o utcry . 
When teachers ex press their o wn 
tho ughts, at times, in the v ery best 
way ; 
when they kno w mo re o f the 
pupil and make him the center o f 
their week, gathered info rmatio n as 
to his daily inv iro nment, his interest 
his daily inv iro nment, 
his 
interest 
and the real things o f his life; 
then 
the superio rity o f o ral o v er written 
wo rk, in the early scho o l life, is un­ 
dersto o d ; 
when special teachers o f 
English kno w ranch o f o ther depart­ 
ments o f study in scho o l; 
when the 
pupil is giv en time and o ppo rtunity 
to talk freely and witho ut interrup­ 
tio n, the teacher hav ing learned to 
be silent in the presence o f a child 
struggling to ex press himself; when 
the who le 
scho o l 
curriculum 
has 
been mo dified by the o missio n o f the 
o bso lete, effect matter and the co n­ 
stitutio n o f things that to uch the so ­ 
cial activ ities o f the child and his 
gro up; 
then will go o d English re­ 
sult and co nfo rm to the best stand­ 
ards, because there is tho ught to be 
ex pressed, and in no o ther way can 
its meaning be co nv ey ed* to the im­ 
mediate bo dy o f hearers and to the 
child’s wo rld.”

Sagamore Hill. 


HEARING BOTH SIDES OF 


The Colonel Makes It Plain That H 


Is Cautiously Feeling His W y anc 


Has Not Made Up His Mind as tc 


What Stand He Will Take, Either in 


the State or Toward the Administra­ 


tion, but Is Seeing Both Sides. 


Oy ster Bay , Ju ly 14.—The d epartu re 
of Gov ernor Hu ghes from Sagamore 
Hill after a political conference with 
Colonel Roosev elt that is certain to 
hav e an important bearing on the state 
situ ation in New York this fall, was 
followed by the appearance of Timothy 
L. Wood ru ff, chairman of the Repu bli­ 
can state committee. 
One of sev eral 
prominent state politicians whom the 
colonel saw in the past two d ay s, Mr. 
Wood ru ff, came to tell his sid e of the 
story . 
His v iewpoint is not the same 
as that of the gov ernor, accord ing to 
the colonel. In the cou rse of an inter­ 
v iew, Roosev elt said that he is seeing 
both sid es. 
This is tru e, not only in 
regard to the state situ ation, bu t the 
national, also. The colonel is cau tiou s­ 
ly feeling his way and has not mad e u p 
his mind as to what stand he will tak e 
either in the state or toward the ad ­ 
ministration. While there hav e been a 
prepond erance of insu rgents flock ing 
to the Hill, Mr. Roosev elt has mix ed 
the others in so as to pu zzle ev en the 
wisest. 
Neither Gov ernor Hu ghes nor Col­ 
onel Roosev elt said any thing positiv e 
concerning their talk . 
Both ad mitted 
that they talk ed politics, bu t the col­ 
onel said himself that it was only nat­ 
u ral, In relation to the gu bernatorial 
nomination. 
Roosev elt said he had a d elightfu l 
v isit with Gov ernor Hu ghes. 
They 
talk ed abou t many things that they 
hav e wanted to d iscu ss for a long, long 
time, bu t not for pu blication y et. They 
went ov er the whole political bu siness 
from beginning to end . 
“Did y ou talk of the names of the 
cand id ates with Gov ernor Hu ghes?” 
the colonel was ask ed . 
“Almost ev ery v isiter brings the 
name of at least one cand id ate,” he re­ 
plied , ev asiv ely , “and many of them 
are v ery worthy men. 
I hav e talk ed 
ov er more than a d ozen.” 
“What part are y ou going to hav e in 
the selection of a man?” 
“I d on’t 
k now whether I shall hav e any hand 
in selecting a gov ernor. 
My position 
this fall,” he said , “is that we mu st find 
the man best fitted for the office and 
most acceptable to the rank and file of 
the Repu blican party and to the ind e­ 
pend ent v oters.” 
The colonel ad d ed , emphatically : 
“And I intend to d o ev ery thing in my 
power to see that su ch a man is elect­ 
ed .” 
There was a moment’s pau se 
to allow the colonel to follow this trend 
of talk . 
Now see here,” he said . 
“I want 
y ou to mak e it clear that I am seeing 
both sid es. 
I wish that y ou wou ld 
mak e that emphatic. 
1 want to see 
regu lars and insu rgents, party men 
and ind epend ents. I want to see Dem­ 
ocrats as well as Repu blicans.” 
“Bu t y ou d on’t want to see the Dem­ 
ocrats win, d o y ou ?” su ggested a sly 
reporter. 
“Not if the Repu blicans d o the right 
thing,” he said . 
Roosev elt mad e it plain to his in­ 
q u irers that he d oes not want it to be­ 
come gossip that he is play ing one 
sid e against the other, and he brou ght 
that ou t at ev ery chance. 
“You remember,” continu ed the col­ 
onel, “when I got back from abroad , 
the Insu rgents had ‘cold feet’ becau se 
the first fou r men with whom I con­ 
ferred were Senator Lod ge, Secretary 
Mey er, Secretary Wilson and Nick 
Longworth.” He smiled when he men­ 
tioned the name Longworth. 
“I had the same ex periences when I 
was in the White Hou se. When J. P. 
Morgan came to see me, they said I 
had sold ou t to Wall street. 
When 
Samu el Gompers came, they feared I 
was going to hoist the red flag. I d id 
no t d o either.” Then the colonel went 
o n to remark that last week he saw 
Senator Carter, a stalwart, and Sena­ 
to r Bev erid ge, an insu rgent, on the 
same d ay . 
Colonel Rosev elt on Oct. 7 will 
be 
the gu est of the school for mou ntain 
boy s located near Rome, Ga.

ALL WORKIN G TOG ETHER 


Many Elements of Strength Rallying 


to tho Republican Side. 


[Special Co rrespo ndence.] 
Ind ianapolis, Ju ly 14.—In one point, 
that of labor co-operation, the Repu b­ 
lican cau se in Ind iana is mu ch better 
off than it was two y ears ago. There 
is mu ch encou ragement for Repu bli­ 
cans in the attitu d e of the farmers 
p.nd bu siness men, and there is a lot of 
good cheer becau se of the eagerness 
among the first v oters and y ou nger 
men to get into the Repu blican line 
and work for the su ccess of the tick et. 
The sold iers of all wars are largely 
with the Repu blican party . And in ad ­ 
d ition. the laboring men, whose lead " 
ers, in many cases, were work ing 
against tne 
Repu blican 
party twe 
y ears ago, are ou tspok en for the Re 
pu blican tick et this y ear. 
There are 
good reasons for this cond ition. 
On 
the one hand is the failu re of Demo­ 
crats, when in power, to carry ou t lav ­ 
ish promises mad e to labor men. 
On 
the other band is the fact that the Re­ 
pu blican tick et In Ind iana this y ear 
is acceptable to the work ingmen in all 
its parts, 
and the state platform 
pled ges are su ch as appeal to all 
classes. 
Senator Bev erid ge is look ed 
on ?s the good friend of laboring men! 
and his record of achiev ement, as well 
as his record of strong and v igorou s 
cru sad ing, inclu d es a lot of legislation 
which is d emand ed in ju stice to the 
work ing men and women of the land . 


There is no d ou bt that the pas­ 
sage of the postal sav ings bank bill, 
as pled ged in the 1908 Repu blican plat­ 
form, will work largely to the benefit 
of the Repu blican party among work ­ 
ing people, who hav e long ask ed for 
su ch legislation. This id ea is ex press­ 
ed in the Western Laborer, which 
say s, in a strong ed itorial: “With all 
ou r heart we congratu late Presid ent 
Taft and the Repu blican ad ministra­ 
tion on the passage of the postal sav ­ 
ings bank law. 
We consid er it the 
most need fu l and most beneficial leg­ 
islation of ou r time. 
We d on’t care 
any thing abou t the sq u abbling of the 
bank s and politicians ov er the alleged 
‘d angerou s fau lts’ of this law. 
Now 
the poorest, most hu mble, most igno­ 
rant and su perstitiou s hu man being in 
the cou ntry can bank his or her sav ­ 
ings and rest assu red in the thou ght 
that it is safe. 
That Is a blessing. 
The United States, for the first time 
in its history , has a place for the poor­ 
er people to d eposit their money where 
it will be a b s olu te ly safe. The Demo­ 
cratic party lined u p against this law. 
This fact will harm that party im­ 
mensely . 
Shame on the Democratic 
party . It can ex plain and ex plain and 
he d amned . It cannot be tru sted .” 


It is plain that the Ind iana Demo­ 
cratic organization, in a v agu e way , re 
alizes that the postal sav ings bank law 
is popu lar with the people, and that 
the people are read y to giv e the Re­ 
pu blican party cred it for passing that 
beneficial legislation. 
So an effort is 
to be mad e, throu gh Tom Taggart’s 
press bu reau , to conv ince the people 
that the new postal sav ings bank law 
Is the starter of a “central bank of is­ 
su e” scheme hatched by the big inter­ 
ests. 
As a m atter of fact, and as all 
the people k now, the postal sav ings 
bank id ea tak es the place of the cen­ 
tral bank scheme. 
The Democratic 
national platform of 1908 d eclared for 
a postal sav ings bank law on the plan 
which enters Into the statu te as it now 
stand s. The Repu blican platform had 
a similar d emand .
